The regular April meeting of 
the Council of the County of Vul¬ 
can No. 2 was held in the council 
room, county building, Vulcan, on 
Friday, April 19, 1963. The meet¬ 
ing convened at 10 o’clock in the 
forenoon. 

Chairman Jack Deitz presided 
and Councillors A. W. Ulrich, Ivan 
Haga, R. S. Irwin, Arthur Cut- 
forth, A. McAlister, M. Willard, J. 
M. McKay and Donald McNlven 
were present. Mr. Thurber and 
Mr. Hubka were absent. Also pre¬ 
sent at the meeting was D. D. 
McQueen, secretary-treasurer. 

The secretary read a letter from 
Greenwoods Aviation Ltd. enquir¬ 
ing about the Vulcan Airfield with 
a view to obtaining some of the 
services to operate their aviation 
repair shop and other enterprises 
in connection with flying. The 
secretary was instructed to write 
to the company and advise that 
the county is interested in their 
letter and would like to talk with 
them. 

A letter from the Department 
of Transport, Edmonton, in re¬ 
spect to the licensing of the air¬ 
field was read to the council. The 
letter stated that it would be 
necesary for the council to make 
up its mind in respect to one of 
three things; (a) to license the 
airfield; (b) leave it unlicensed; 
or (c) to close the aerodrome 
completely. Alter discussing this 
matter, it was decided by the 
council that an international, 
orange-color windsock be erected 
at the airfield and that the coun¬ 
cil leave the facilities unlicensed 
for the time being and that the 
airfield might be used in case of 
emergency for light aircraft only. 

The secretary read a letter from 
the Chief Maintenance Engineer, 
Department of Highways, advising 
that a special contingency road 
appropriation grant to the county 
in the sum of $35,000 had been 
approved for the purpose of ex¬ 
tending the grading on the Lom- 
ond-Bow City road. 

C. J. Versluys of the Champion 
district interviewed the council in 
respect to a project under the 
Cultural Development Act and 
presented a petition to the council 
signed by ratepayers in the Cham¬ 
pion area, asking that the council 
pass a by-law to take' advantage 
of the legislation to provide this 
type of service.

The 60th anniversary of the ^ 
Frank Slide was observed in the 
Crows Nest Pass last Sunday and 
recalls the fact that the Vulcan 
Hotel, shown above, was originally 
the hotel that served the growing 
mining community of Frank be¬ 
fore, on April 29, 1903, millions of 
tons of rock on the face of Tur¬ 


tle Mountain crashed down on the 
sleeping village, taking 66 lives 
and burning a large part of the 
little community under broken 
rock. 

Several years later the hotel 
was torn down and moved to Vul¬ 
can, where it was rebuilt and re¬ 
named the Imperial Hotel. Later 


renamed the Dobbs Hotel, It be¬ 
came the Vulcan Hotel when 
ownership changed about two 
years ago. 

One wall of tihe hotel with tlie 
original grey slate facing still 
shows the marks and pits made by 
flying pieces of rock when the 
hotel stood at Frank 60 years ago.

What Price Weeds? 

Losses suffered by the agricul- 
tural producer as a result ot 
weeds have been reliably estimat¬ 
ed to be greater than the losses 
caused by insect pests and plant 
diseases. 

Weeds have been shown to re¬ 
duce crop yields by varying 
amounts. For example, Pavlychen- 
ko working in Saskatchewan dur¬ 
ing the mid-thirties found that 
wild oats and wild mustard caused 
a yield reduction of 15% in bar¬ 
ley and 85% in flax. Nylund, in 
Minnesota, found that an infesta¬ 
tion of 27 wild mustard plants per 
square yard reduced the yield of 
canning peas by 58% and an in¬ 
festation of 81 mustard plants per 
square yard caused an 88% yield 
reduction. Here at Lethbridge we 
have found that reasonably heavy 
wild oat infestations have reduced 
pea yields by 75% or more. Ob¬ 
viously such yield reductions are 
costly and justify the expenditure 
of time and money for weed 
control. 

The estimated cost of California 
farmers has been estimated to be 
in excess of four-fifths of a mil¬ 
lion dollars per day. H. E. Wood 
of Manitoba, using 1955 prices and 
a set of conservative yield reduc¬ 
tion values, estimated the cost of 
weeds to the western grain farmer 
to be $255,000,000 per year or an 
average of $1,028 per farm. Such 
a loss to the farmer can be off¬ 
set in large measure by good and 
timely cultural operations as well 
as by the use of available herbi¬ 
cides.

perature and rub over salt placed 
on brown paper. A mild, non¬ 
scratching household cleaner may 
also do the trick. 

Tips For Perfect Meringues— 
Meringue shells make a perfect 
holder for ice cream, fruits or for 
pudding. When baking them al¬ 
ways place on a brown paper lin¬ 
ed cooky sheet Choose a cool 
dry day, for humid air tends to 
soften meringues. Be sure your 
tools (bowl and beater), are 
clean and dry. The tiniest speck 
of fat will spoil meringues. Egg 
whites will beat higher If allowed 
to stand at room temperature to 
warm slightly. Make your elec¬ 
tric mixer your right arm, for 
long beating is a must to dissolve 
sugar completely and prevent mer¬ 
ingue from “weeping”. To test if 
sugar is dissolved: Rub a bit of 
meringue between your fingers.

May council meeting with more 
specific plans as to the composi¬ 
tion of the committee and the 
exact area to be included at 
which time the council would give 
further consideration to the matter. 

It was moved and carried that 
the county approach the Munici¬ 
pal Hospital Board with a view to 
obtaining the hospital site for the 
location for two steel teacherages. 

Councillors discussed a request 
made by the Agricultural Service 
Board for a sihed to be erected 
adjacent to the office for storage 
Of 2,4-D, grasshopper poison, 
grass seed and other supplies 
which are being handled by the 
service ‘board. It was pointed out 
that the service board office was 
in connection with the county 
office itself, and that the farmers 
and those using the service board 
facilities often came to the office 
to discuss other business and it 
was very convenient to have the 
service board office in connection 
with the county office. The fact 
that the supplies were not handy 
to the office mn,<e it very incon¬ 
venient to supply the farmers 
with service. After discussing the 
matter, the councillors decided 
that there would be no action 
taken at this time to supply even 
a temporary building this year, 
but that the supplies be handled 
from a building used in connection 
with the repair shop. 

A letter from the Minister of 
Agriculture in respect to grasshop¬ 
per poison, was read. The letter 
stated that a committee had In¬ 
terviewed the minister in respect 
to obtaining a subsidy from the 
government on grasshopper poison 
and the matter had been discuss¬ 
ed with the Premier and the 
Cabinet. The decision was that 
the Provincial Government make 
no further contribution at this 
time to supply grasshopper poison. 
It was also pointed out that the 
Provincial Government was mak¬ 
ing a contribution at the present 
time to sell the grasshopper poi¬ 
son at cost and to supply the dis¬ 
tribution facilities. 

School Committee Meeting 

The regular April meeting of 
the School Committee of the 
County of Vulcan No. 2 was held 
in the council room, county build¬ 
ing, Vulcan, Alberta, on Monday, 
April 15th, 1963. 

Chairman of the committee, J. 
M. McKay, presided and committee 
members Frank Thurber, A. Cut- 
forth, A. McAlister, George Moses, 
Guy Voisey and R. Bertrand were 
present. Also present at the meet¬ 
ing were E. K. Hawkesworth, 
superintendent, and D. D. Mc¬ 
Queen, secretary-treasurer. 

A letter from the Medicine Hat 
.Separate School District in respect 
to Elementary School principal 
Frank Burchak’s services on the 
inspection team at Medicine Hat, 
was read. The letter thanked the 
Vulcan County for permitting Mr. 
Burchak to do this work for them, 
and expressed satisfaction and ap¬ 
preciation for his services. 

It was moved and carried that 
the committee issue instructions 
to all bus drivers and operators to 
operate the buses at all times 
with the headlights turned on. 

The secretary reported that the 
offer had been made to the 
Crown Assets Disposal Corporation 
for three steel buildings to be 
used as teacherages in the county, 
and that the offer of $7,500 had 
not been accepted but that the 
Crown Assets Disposal Corporation 
had advised that an offer of $2,645 


each would be accepted. Informa¬ 
tion was given to the committee 
that the extra amount had been 
forwarded and it was moved by 
Mr, Moses and carried that the 
committee approve the action of 
the extra expenditure of $145 
each for the three buildings. 

It was moved and carried that 
the committee authorize an ex¬ 
penditure of $55 to send a candi¬ 
date to the special Science Semin¬ 
ar at the University of Alberta, 
Edmonton, in August, and that 
Mr. Hawkesworth select the candi¬ 
date at a later date. 

It was moved and carried that 
James A. Olmstead’s resignation 
from the County of Vulcan teach¬ 
ing staff be accepted with regrets. 

It was moved and carried that 
Mrs. Ness’ resignation from the 
teaching staff be accepted with 
regrets, and that Mrs. Ness be 
advised that the committee hopes 
that she will, at some future 
time, make her services available 
to the county again. 

It was moved and carried that 
Mrs. Jessie Sharpe be allowed 
leave of absence lor the month of 
May 1963 for the purpose of at¬ 
tending University to do practice 
teaching. 

Mr. Hawkesworth reported to 
the committee that the Principal’s 
Association had discussed the use 
of the gymnasium for extra-cur¬ 
ricular activities by the public 
and passed a motion that the as¬ 
sociation was in agreement with 
the present county policy. 

The members of the committee 
considered at some length the 
probable site for the steel teach¬ 
erages which are being moved 
from Claresholm to Vulcan. It was 
noted that the county owns a 
piece of land, Lot "A”, which is 
115 ft. by 250 ft. situated immedi¬ 
ately north-west of the Calgary 
Power buildings, and in the vic¬ 
inity of property owned by Jim 
Yee. Another site was at the 
south-easterly end of the machin¬ 
ery lot immediately behind the 
residences on Atlantic Avenue and 
opposite the Vulcan Municipal 
Hospital. Les Johnson, who owns 
a piece of property in Block 35 
which is immediately behind the 
Armouries, was present at the 
meeting and offered the County 
of Vulcan a piece of property 150 
ft. by 115 ft. for $2,400. The 
members of the committee con¬ 
sidered these various locations and 
inspected the sites. No decision 
was reached in the matter and it 
was left until the county council 
meeting on Friday to consider the 
matter further after full informa¬ 
tion in respect to sewer and water 
costs or main extensions was ob- 
ained, and to also enquire as to 
any other probable sites. 

It was moved by Mr. Cutforth 
and carried that the county en¬ 
gage L. E. Burke to move the 
steel buildings from Claresholm 
to Lomond and Vulcan on the 
same terms as last time, namely 
$1,200 per building plus the 
county supplying the necessary 
timbers.
